Badly Hurt

BuADi-oiii), Pa., Doo. 22. — At C o'clock 
this ovoiiiug three nilro-glyoorino niaga- 
zinea, locntud at Buchanan liollow, a niilo 
and a halt bolow this city, exploded with 
11 trouiondoiis noiso. Tho iiiagaziiios bo- 
loiigod to Goorgo Caaterlinu, "Curloy" 
Bakor and French and Gunnly, and con- 
tained about c!,000 pounds of explosives. 
Tho shock was torrilic, aliattoring lyin- 
dows und shaking all thojhouaoaand burns 
within a i-adius of tivo niilei. James 
Stewart, a milkman, oociipiod a house 
about a quarter of a mile from tho niaga- 
zinoa. ilia dwelling tumbled to pieces, 
burying himaolf, wife und live children in 
tho dchria. Two of tho children 
aro badly injured and will 
probably die. At Tarport suburbs, 
this city, all the windows in the stores on 
tho north side of Main street wore shat- 
tered by the force of the exploaion.

The Alaska Oiilnigcs. 

Washinoton, Dec. 21. — Tho secretary 
sent to tho senate to-day an answer to the 
resolution adopted a short time ago, ask- 
ing information concerning the alleged 
outrages in Altaka. The secretary says 
he has no knowledge of tho condition of 
affairs in Alaska, o.xi-ept on tho i.slanda of 
St. George und St. Paul, wliicli arc under 
tho contrnl <jf IiIh doi>artnicnt. The only 
information lio ba.s from these islanda is 
contained in tho reports made by tlie 
»I)eoial agents of the department from 
tinio to time, and transmitted by G. R. 
Tingle, under date of July 31st, 1888, and 
sent to tho house of ropre-sontativos in 
September last. A copy of this report 
was enclosed. In it Mr. Tinglo saya; 
"The condition of the natives on the two 
islands remains about the same ua hereto- 
fore reported. They are slowly becoming 
more Americanized and are perfectly 
happy und contented, as they well may 
be, with the tVoatmeiit they receive at the 
hands of tlio Alaska Uoinmoroial Oompjny 
and the govenirnoiit. "

The Zanzibar Troubles May Yot Lead 
to Hostilo Relations. B(Stlfeeu 
Eusrlaud and GenniBiny,

LoNiioN, Doc. 22. — Tho news from 
Zanzibar and St. Thomas has again set all 
the world discussing tho poaaibilitiea of 
Henry M. Stiinley'a reappearance, and of 
the succesaful termination of his arduous 
entoriiriao. Tho meagre dispatches re- 
ceived by the English Emin Bey relief 
association indicate that Stanley reached 
Emin early in April last, and that part of 
the combined forces was sent into Baher 
El Ghapol for tho jiurposo of roconnoitor- 
ing around KliHrtoum. Tliis reconnais- 
sance muloubtedly had two objects — viz. : 
To get a g(jod survey of tho country for 
tlie second and larger expedition that 
would attonipt the capture of Khartoum 
and the crushing of the Mahdi's power in 
C'entral Africa, and to enable Euun's 
party (o got the largo store of ivory in 
Kiiiiii's pdsaession on its way to .\ru\vinii. 
Both of those objects, it is believed, liavo 
been accomplished, and the announce- 
ment of the arrival of

at SUuiloy Fulls may be looked for with- 
in tt few days. In view of this antici- 
pated event, and tho fact that this is the 
centennial of tho founding of the African 
Association, the loading papers through- 
out iMiijIaiid t.o-(lay publish u brief survey 
of tho Work hitherto accomplished to- 
wards unveiling tho mysteries of the Afri- 
can continent. The African Association 
was founded in London in 1788, under 
the presidency of Sir Joseph Banks, the 
famous naturalist. In that yeur all that 
was known of Africa was the coast line, 
except at the Cape, where was the Dutch 
settlement. The'region between Senegal 
and Gambia and Egypt, which was known 
as fur as the junction of the White and 
Blue Niles, with tho exception of the 
lower luie sources, as well as the sources 
of all the four great Africa'n rivers, wore 
entirely unknown. The Association de- 
voted itself at the outset to the explora- 
tion of the Niger, despatching party 
after party, but all in voin. Its 
chief traveller, Muiigo Park, was 
killed witiiout having settled the question 
in 1805, and an expedition under Tuckey 
wag sent to the Congo in 1816, which 
came to grief withcmt having traversed 
the region of the lower cataracts. The 
first great successful journey was that of 
Clapperton, who, in 1822-4, starting from 
Tripoli, discovered Lake Chad. He died 
while on his second journey (1827); but 
his servant Lander, in 1830, reached the 
Niger and sailed down the river. In 1831 
tho African association was men;ed in the 
Royal Geographical Society. Meanwhile 
the French expedition to Egypt had 
drawn attention to that country and to 
the problem of the Nile, which, under the 
rule of Mehemet Ali, continued to be open 
throughout its lower course to European 
travellers. In 1823

at the junction of the two Niles. At the 

same time the foundation of tho Durban in 
Natal marks the progress of settlement in 
the northern end of the contin- 
ent, while tho French conqueat of 
Algiora in 18.'{0 Ic.id tho foundation 
for a systematic exploration from the 
Meditorrunean province, which the French 
are still atriviiig to connect with their 
possessions in Sonegambia and on the 
upper Niger. In 1849, Livingstone's dis- 
covery of Lake Ugami gave an impulse to 
tho exiilorations that has never since been 
lost. Liviiigstono liiiiiself sot out further 
north and made his meinorablo double 
journey across the continent. During 
this period (1850-55) Barth, travelling in 
tho service of the British government, 
carried on his researohea in the region of 
Western Sahara. In 1358 Burton and 
Sheko struck upon Lake Tanganyika, and 
Shoke upon Victoria Nyaiza. In 
18(32 Sheko and Grant osbiblialied connec- 
tion between this great lake and the Nile. 
Livingstone's last journeys (1800-74) were 
devoted to the question of Luapula. 
Startuig from tho east coast, he ascended 
the Kovuma to Lake Nyaasa und discov- 
ered Lakes Mocra and Bangaeolo. At 
this time lie leaiiud to tho theory that 
Luapula must bo the Congo. In conjunc- 
tion with Stanley, who had been nent to 
find him, Living.stoiio established the 
fact that 'Tanganyika has no outlet at its 
northern end. 

IN 1873 LIVINGSTONE DIED, 

and the last groat discovery was Isft for 
Stanley. The journey in which Stanley 
crossed the coiitinent(1874-7^and tracki^d 
the Congo from Nyaiigwu to its estuary, 
had a furtiior stimulating fd'ect. On its 
discovery, the great pioneoriiig tasks of 
the settling not merely of the Niger and 
Nile, but also of the Zambesi and tho 
Congo, were the work of the Anglo- 
Saxon. The hundred years of travel ha\ o 
not liantlod xVfricuover to Europe or to 
civilization, or even given a sati ifactory 
map. It is hoped that Stanley has uiudo 
now and important discoveries, and that a 
few more years maj- so far liiiisli the niap 
of Africa as to leave no more of tlioso great 
blanks tliat are measured by hiiiidieda of 
tlionaaiuln of s((uare miles. 

Despite tho fact that the Christmas hol- 
idays aro at hand, politicians generally 
take a very gloomy view of the European 
situation, owing to the insurrftctionaiy 
atato of atrairs in Sei-via, and to the fact, 
now plain to all statcHiiiDn, that the Ger- 
man Emperor has ceased to consult 
Priiioo Bismarck lespecting either his 
foreign or lioinu jiolicy, and ac(.s 
as his own ciiancollor. It is now obviou.s 
to oveiyliody that Emperor William's 
tour tlirouiiih Europe, which ho toolc 
against tho advice of Bismarck, was a fail- 
ure. The Czar was not jilcaaed by the 
haste with which the Emperor set out af- 
ter hia father's death, and Ru.saian diplo- 
macy, which is essentially cuatiims, was 
unfavorably impressed by his fevurish 
hasto to gain tho support of the Czar. Tho 
Czar and hia ministers saw in the youu'^' 
man's character new reasons for

which Qerroiwiy »Ud b(Sr ,iig^'; 'ohahoellor 
havo most to dreud, 'niid ■recoiit evenis 
have confirmed this opinion. In Viounu, 
the Emperor produced oven a lesa favoi- 
ablo iiiqireaaion. lie waa thought to bo 
dnmincuring and nolf-aBaortivo, while th.; 
insullB oll'ered to Count Tiiufo raised a 
strong feeling of hostility aghinst him 
among very influential circles of politi- 
cians. Tho result of his visit to Rome 
was still more disastrnus, as fur as the 
Vatican ia concerned. Tho contomptuous 
manner in which tho Pope sub- 
sequently alluded to him, shows 
what ho thought of hia be- 



haviour at the Vatican. It would bo 
small matter that tho Emperor of Gor- 
mnny should have made himself unpopu- 
lar if it waa not that he has so groat a 
power for niiachief in Europe. A rash or 
imprudent stop on tho part of the (!or- 
man Kaiser may at-any nunnent set Eu- 
rope in a bluzo. British politicians fuel 
uncomfortable under tho rellection that 
England is the peculiar object of this 
young man's hatred. Judging from what 
Prince Bisiuarck's organs have been say- 
ing dur'^g'. ^e. week, England Ims been 
nearer to disturbance over the Zanzibar 
afTair jthan most people imagine. Tho 
chancellor's organs admit, in so many 
word, that a positive threat from Ger- 
many induced Lord Salisbury to enter iu- 
to tho exiating alliance. Notwithstand- 
ing this alliunco, there is no doubt that 
Germany is extromoly

Germany, moreover, ia increasing her 
navy with some rapidity, und Englund 
must increase hers. Sensible men, both 
in-IIugland ancl Qerinauyi^are doing fcheir 
utmost to counteract the irritation which 
has been set up by the ovonta of the last 
few months. Tho people of Enghind and 
Germany have noquarrel witlione another, 
but it is feared their rulera may bring 
tlioiu into hostilo relations befoio the 
Zanzibar troubles aro settled. 

Tho secret of the excelleuce of tho Ger- 
man army is to be found in the anxi-. ty of 
tho authorities to improve it. K vliange 
of vast importance is pro|)(jae(l for llio be- 
ginning of the next militjiry year, the 1st 
of April, 1889, when the (ield 
urtillory is to be reorganii;ed. The 
Germans in 1872 separated the garrison 
from the field artillery, including 
in tho latter category, the batteriea whoso 
gunners are mounted. The object of tbia 
reform was to enable each of these ser- 
vices to attain greater facility in tho du- 
ties peculiar to itself. The Germans, 
training their troops solely with a view to 
tho Work of war, have taught the artillery 
to shoot straight. Tlioy are now anxious 
to niako artillery if possible still more of a 
fighting army. For this purpose the field 
urtiUory is henceforth t(j be usaigned by 
brigades to the army corps, and the brig- 
ade of artillery, instead of being subject, 
with its brigadier, to an io.'^pecti r of artil- 
lery, will come under tho comniand uf the 
general commanding the nnny corps. To 
guarantee, however, that the habit of l.it- 
tiiigaholl not be forgotten, a new olhcial 
called the "Inspector General of Shoot- 
ing," is to be appointed, whose sole duty 
will be that conveyed bj' his title.

Children Cr^ for Pitcher's CastoriaJ 
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OUR SCHOOLS. 



The exaiuiiiationa which hiivo just been 
coiichidecl show that in ihis city tho odu 
cation of tho young is not- only not 
jieglccted but ia flourishing. And what is 
true of tho capital ia also true of the 
whole Province. The Governtnent has 
wisely provided that every child bom in 
British Columbia shall have within its 
reach the means of obtaining a ^ood com 
mon school education. It is pleaainj; to 
observe that the people value this vory 
ureat privilege highly and that they make 
tho most of thoir system of free public 
Bchoola. For these schools aro eniphati 
cally the people's schools. They have 
boon established for thom, iind if they arc 
■wise thuy will maintain thom liberally and 
guard thom jealously,;' The; best pes 
session of tho Province— the most valu- 
able of its veuources— is an intelligent and 
virtuous population, and this it cannot 
have if the education of the children is not 
carefully attended to. In those days 
when reactionists are seeking to obtain 
power, wo hoo men declainiint; against 
popular education. But when the people 
arc true to thoniselevs they will never al- 
low tliii world to turn so far backwards 
ii3 to allow tho masses again to sink 
into tho dei)th8 of ignorance. There 
is not too much brain power 
in the world, and every child bprn in it 
faas the right to have extended to him 
tho opportunity of making the most of the 
talents with which ho is endowed. This 
right is recognized in British Columbia, 
and wo have no doubt that her sons and 
her daugliturs when they they take their 
places in tiie world will prove that tho 
Byatoni under which they have boon 
trained has bad tho olluct of making by 
far the gruator nuiubor of them good and 
useful members of society. It is cheering 
to see that the schools are well attended, 
and that all those who attended the ex- 
aminations bear testimony to the excel- 
lence of the school system and to tho 
efficiency of the teachers. 

We cannot say that we place a very 
great dependence on tho display luado on 
the school show days. Examinations do 
not always dunionstrate either tho excel- 
lencies or the defects of a syatoni of toHch- 
ii'g. Tlio results of six nionthajattond- 
anco !\t school cannot bo made to .-ippoar 
in the course of half a day's examination. 
The influences of the school are deep and 
do not blossom and bring forth fruit in a 
single season. Appearances, too, are de- 
ceptive. Those pupils who make the best 
show in public are possibly not those who 
have received the most benefit from attend- 
ing Bcliool. All improvement is compara- 
tive and unless tho examiner or the speota- 
tor is acquainted with the child's nalurnl 
capacity and the nature of liis aurround- 
inga, lui cannot form an intelligent eati- 
niato of Ilia i)rogrc8a and proficiency. 
Injustice on " commenccuiont days" is 
often unwittingly dune to tho moat 
praiaoworlhy of the acholars, while those 
who aro naturally clover and whose nerves 
are strrmg, get much more credit than is 
really thoir due. The painstaking stu- 
dent, young or old, who piiriaues knowl- 
edge under ditliculties, should not be dis- 
couraged l)eciiuae he ia ap])arently <uit- 
stripped by his more l>rilliant classmate. 
Tile oxauiiniition is not tlie end and ob- 
j(H;t of education. It ia simply a teat, and 
l)y ijo nil;. ins an infallible teat, of pro- 
gress and cap.'icily. Tiie real good that 
his (Mlucaiidn \.i doing him will appear 
later iu life, when perhaps what he ia 
new learning with so nmch pains and 
considers so very important' is mioro than 
half forgotten. If the exiiminafclpn could 
bo put oft" until the pupils were, say, 
thirty years old, a much more correct oa- 
tiniato could bo formed, both of the 
mvtural capacity of tlio pupils and the value 
of tho o<lnoation they are receiving. A 
tree ia known l>y ila fruit, and this is as 
ti \ie of till! education tree as of any 
other. 'J'iio .system that stands the tost 
of time and the world's wear and tear is 
tho best system, and the one that fails 
when the duties of ' lifo are to be per 
formed is the worst, let' ifc be ever so pro 
tentibus and its immediate results ever 
so brilliant, Examinations, like other 
stiniuliints, are gocd things enough— In 
thoir place ; but it ia not wise to have re- 
course to them too frequently, or io de- 
pend uiion them too much.

THB LIBBttAL LBAljjBRBHIP. 

The leadership of the Liberal party has 
again come up for disousson. Those who 
profess to know affirm that the party are 
not satisfied to have Mr. Laurior as its 
permanent leader. That accomplished 
French Canadian, they say, ii» a sound 
Liberal and a fine orator; ho is courteous 
to all and is not likely to make onoraiea 
uunecessarily, but he has not force enough 
fur iibader. oHeiis physically delicate, 
and his mind, partakes of the nature of 
his body. What , is^, wanted is a leader 
robust intellectually as well as physically 
— a man. who can stand tho rough-and- 
tumble of political lifo and enjoy it. Mr. 
Luurior is not that kind of a man. Sir 
Richard Curtwright is. He is a forcible 
speaker and has an extensive knowledge 
of public alFaira. Ho is a fighting poli- 
tician. His blows are heavy, and ho does 
not complain when ho ia roughly handled. 
He is not magnetic, it is true, but a man 
cannot possess every great quality. The 
indications are that, for these and for 
other 'reasons, a large majority of the 
Liberal party prefer Sir Richard Cart- 
wright as thoir leader to Mr. Laurior. 
Whon Mr. Blake is enquired for, the an- 
swer is, that he is not in tho running. 
Ho voluntarily resigned the leadership, ho 
has de\ otod himself to his profession and 
hu ia quite willing that some ono else 
shall bo tho party's chief. Behind this, 
too, though notpablidy expi-essod, is tho 
conviction that Mr. Blake, with all his 
ability, does not possess the qualifications 
necessary for leadership. He was placed 
in the positioii and his success, to say the 
least, was not brilliant; and no one seems 
butter convinced of his inability succesa- 
fuUy to lead a political party in Canada 
than Mr. Blako himself. It is not likely 
that when the subject comes up for dis- 
cussion within tho party Mr. Blake will 
permit himself to bo named. The only 
two men recognized as eligible for the 
pi isition was Mr. Laurier and Sir Richard 
Cartwright, but whether a change will be 
made in the near future is not, at this mo 
ment, at all apparent. 



tho Union, they aro loft without a log to 
stand on. Wo do not think that there 
aro niiiny Canadians who uro in love 
with the political system that obtains in 
tho United States. In fact, the more 
closely that system is examined, the less 
tbraotive .does it appear. The record of 
what is" happening every day in the 
G reat Republic is not calculated to make 
thoughtful and intelligent Canadians pine 
to be numbered among its citizens. 



ACROSS THE LINE. 

In those days, wiieu Canadian farmers 
are told that they would bo greatly hotter 
off if their country were annexed to the 
United States it is well to enquire if the 
condition of the farmers in the Republic is 
so very much better than of those in Can- 
ada. Do tho farmers in tho States get 
gt)od prices for all thoy raise '/ Are they 
free from debt ? And is tiieir position 
generally very much superior to tho till 
era of the soil on this aide of tho lino ? It 
is only prudent to make those enquiries 
It is not to b.< expected that Canadian 
farmers will for a moment entertain the 
proposals of the annuxationists if it cannot 
bo proved beyond the possibility of con 
tradiotion that the American farmer is 
better off than the Canadian. It is no 
uae in tempting the Canadian with tho 
Amorican market of sixty millions if it 
cannot bo shown that those who have had 
free access to that market are not richer 
and mure comforfable in every way than 
those to whom it is not open except 
very onerous conditions. We have seci 
some facts respecting the farming popula 
tiun of Illinois and some other States 
which will certainly not fill the farmers 
of any part of the Dominion with envy, 
Professor James H. Smart, of Perdue 
University, said that the shrinkage in the 
productive power of tho land in many 
States is fully fifty percent., and that it 
is still deteriorating. This is owing to 
bad farming and would take place under 
a vicious system of husbandry, no matter 
how good the market might be, or it 
might bo ono of the results of the good 
ness of tho market. Farmers, in tlieir 
haste to bo rich, might overtask the aoil 
" run it out," as the saying 
But aemething else has happened 
to the farming community of all the 
States which the very best fanning could 
not avert. Prices have fallen to so low a 
point that farming in many States has 
ceased to become profitable. In this mar 
kut of sixty millions the jirico of tiio two 
staples, wiieat and 1 ndian yjjrn, has gone 
down lamentably. They can no lunger 
1)1) raised at a profit. The farmer loaoa 
both ways. Owing to loaa of productive 
power, tho yield i)er acre ia much loss 
than it was, and owing to tho fall 
prices the money received for the do 
creased crop is vory greatly reduced 
Finding that farming had become un 
profitable the young men of the rura 
population went to seek their fortune 
Isewhere. The exodus of wliicli wo lica 

much in Canada and which is consid 
erod by many a sign of decadence, is as 
great in Illinois apparently as it is it 
Now Brunswick or Nova Scotia. "'i'lio 
school census shows that forty- eight coun 
tics in Illinois suataineil an actual loss ii 
population between 1880 and i.S,S(; of 81 
521. The counties showing loss are, witl 
ono or two exceptions, j)urely agricultura 

>untieg." Then another sign of hard 
times among farmers is tho increased 
number of mortgages. Many farms in 

1 llinois are worked by tenants. Some of 
these tenants are not able to got onougl 
off tho land to pay their rent, aiid live and 
thoy conseiiuently niortgiige tiieir cattle 
their farming iniplenienta and tiieir house 
bold furniture. "During the year 188' 
our authority states, "tliero were 25,112 
chattel mortgagos on live stock and farm 
ing implements placed upon the county 
records of the State, and 2,073 mortgages 
on grojring oropa in the field." The mar 
hot of sixty millions and inter 
Htato free trade do not seem 
have done much for these Illinois farm 
era. It nuist be romembored that II 
linois ia liy no means an old State. There 
are many men now living wiio c;in well 
lutneniber when it, was looked upon as 
ono of the SUites of tho " Far West. 
There are no doubt other States of tl 
L^nion in which the farmers are not i 
liny respect better off than thoy are i 
IlliiioiB. It is well for the farmers o 
Canada to know these facts. The prin 
eipal, in fact, the only really forcible ar 
gument used by tho Annexationists, is 
tho one nddi'CBsed to the [lockot. If 
can bo shown, as " Bert Stewart" in tho 
Chicago Jleralil does, that the farmers of 
Illinois inaido the Dominion aro no hotter

A GRKAT ENTERPRISE. 

Sir John Lester Kayo's great oxperi- 
ment in tho Northwest is likely to nmke 
that region better known in Great Britain 
than any other single enterprise that has 
been undertaken there. The company 
which that energetic gentleman repre- 
sents, has taken 100,000 acres in the 
Northwest Territories in blocks of 10,000 
icres each. On each of these ''estates," 
wo suppose w e may call them, tho com- 
pany undertakes to put 4,000 acres under 
cultivation, the remaining (3,000 acres to 
be used as pasture. The company have 
imported stock of all kinds of the finest 
breeds, and they are erecting buildings on 
vory large scale. They seem determined 
1 give the agricultural capabilities of the 
oil a fair trial. Whether thoir scheme, 
as a whole, succeeds or not, will be able

Hut as tho Com|)any is rich and 
can all'ord to wait, and as its head ia an 
active, enterprising and very intelligent 
man, the chances of failure may not be so 
great as they apprehend. But whether 
tho enterprise succeeds or fails the ex- 
perience of the Company will bo invalu" 
il)lo to Canada. The crops raised on tho 
diflleront estates and the condition of the 
flocks and lioi ds w ill show what the land 
ia ciipable of producing and whether it is 
suited to cattle raising, grain growing or 
mixed husbandry. It is quite possible 
tiuit where farming and cattle raising on 
a large scale may fail, farming on a small 
scale by inen who own the soil thoy culti- 
vate may succeed. It will be well for in- 
tending small proprietors to know exactly 
tho nature of t!io soil in the ditleront aoc- 
tions of till) Northwest and tho crops it is 
best calculated to produce. This knowl- 
edge the result of Sir Lester Kayo's ex- 
porinicnt will iill'ord.

.land. In the last-named case, the specks 
are too small to be separately -visible to the 
naked eye. 

In Asia there is far more gold. India hn-i 
a vast amount, if you can only get at it — I 
do not wish to encoiirugc reckless speeula- 
tioii— eliielly by erii.-<liiiig very solid rock, 
tsilieriii also contains plenty of gold, iiiid other 
outlying countries come in for their ahare. 
Bat where "Africa's aiinny fountains roll 
down tlieir golden .saiiil," or, to lie more |ire- 
cise, on ihe gold eoa.sl ami tdsewliere, sliU 
riclier depoBits have long been known, •ivlille 
tlieTraiisvaiil just at jireseiit foriii.s 1 he newest 
I'.klorailo of adventurous miners and still 
more adventurous, not to say foolish, invest- 
ors. In America there is gold in California, 
gidd in the Koeky mountains, gold in the 
Alleglianies, gold in Canada. Audin Austra- 
lia there is more Kold still, tboughithe yield 
of late has steadily fallen oft', and tlie mines 
of \'ictoria have began to show symptoms of 
gradual eiliaustioii.

Wlien the Moon Ohangev. 

During a long storm porsons who are well 
versed in weather lore are often heard to 
console themselves -with the ]>redi'ction that 
there will he a change of weather when the 
moon cluuiges. Nasmyth and Carpenter 
eliiiracten/.e as a popular error in its moat 
absurd form this belief that a gradual turn- 
ing of the moon's face toward and away 
from the sun could, at certain ]>oints, upset 
the existing condition of our atmosphere, 
generate clouds and pour down rain. In 
Knglaiul(nn(l the same may be said of Amer- 
ica) the weather changes about every three 
days, and there is, a change of ^tbe, mgou 
evi;ry s^veu days, 'id that many bbipoidents 
must oociiir. Those who" believe tlio'i' "the 
moon rules the weather" always credit such 
eoiiicideiiees to lunar intluenoes. Hut the 
theory is untenable unless itapjilies to every 
ca c, and unless the same ellect is always 
jirodiieuil by the same cause. To suppose 
that a cliimge of the moon will turn dry 
weather to wet, or wet to dry, iudisorim- 
inately, lathe merest childishness, and con- 
trary to all meteorological records.

The existence has jii.'t lipen ili'Jcovcrcd of 
a detestiihle luicrolit wliirli feeds upon iron 
with as much gliiiUjuy as the phylloxera 
upon tho vine. Home time ago the greatest 
consternation existed iiiiiniig the eiiL^ineers 
employed on the railway at llageii by the 
aeciileiits oeciiriiig always an the same place 
jiroving that some terrible defect must exist 
either in the nialerial or the eonstnietion of 
the rails. The ( iermiin ( loverniuent direeled 



an ill(^niry to he iiiiidi' and a (,'nm 
Surveillance to he formed for thi' piirposi' of 
maintaining constant watidi at the sji.it where 
the accidents — one of them attendetl with 
loss of life — had occnred. It was not, how- 
ever, until after six months had clasped that 
the surhicc ol the rails appeared to be cor- 
roded, as if bv ludd, to the extent of two 
yards. The rail was liikcn up and broken, 
and it was perceived thai il was literally 
hollowed out byathiiii;ray wonn, to whieli 
the ipinliticiilion of "railovi'mus" was as- 
signed, and by wliiidi name il is to be classed 
in natural history. The worm is said lo ho 
two centimetres ill length and of the size of 
the jiroiii,' of a silver birk in circuinb-renee. 
It is of a light irrny color, ami on the head 
carries Iv.o liltle glands lllled with a corrosive 
seiTetioii, wliieh is eji'eled every len iiiiiiiiles 
upon ihi.. iron. 'I'liis lii|iiiii rende'i-s the iron 
soft and spohiry, and of the color ol rust, and 
it is then greedily devoured by the insect. 
'•There i,s no exag.geration," says llie ollicial 
report of the coiiiiiiission, "in the assertion 
thai lliis creature, for its kinil, is one of the 
most voracious kind, forlt lias devoured 
thirty-six kilogrammes of rail in a fort- 
night." 



Quean Victoria's Ilaby Tilings. 

One of the features of the celebration of 

Queen Victoria's jubilee was an exhibition of 
a number of playtliini;s and articles of wear- 
ing apjiarel lhai beloiii;i'd to the tiucen in 
her mhiiicy and early childhood.

I trust 
this will be done before Parliament pro- 
rogues. Whether the circumstances aro 
correctly described by the Prime Minister 
as an episode in electioneering; whether 
our minister was entirely U) blame; 
whether he technically or uniiitoiitioiially 
committod a blunder; whether tho United 
States Government was fully justified in 
its action under any circumstances, or by 
tho peculiar circumstances of tho moment, 
are all matters beside my point, which in,

or whether any one is to blame, it would 
surely have boon more dignified on our 
part Hiid more worthy of our position to 
have taken no notice of a matter which, 
as tho Prime Minister early romarkod, ie 
no matter affecting tho two iiationa. In 
tho case of some foroign powers, ditl'oreiit 
considerations would alTeot us, but our 
relations with the United States are pecu- 
liar. Wo use the word foreign towards 
them because there is no other suitable 
expression; but I am loath to use the 
term towards tho great Republic. The 
United States, diplomatically apoaking, is 
a foreign power, but sho can never bo a 
foreign land to us. Hor citizens are 
mainly men of the same race and lineage 
as ourselves, having the same naineR, 
speaking tho same tongue, worshipping 
under the same form of religion, and liv- 
ing under tho same common law. Their 
institntioiiH, though difTering, are very 
similar to our own, and founded on tho 
same love of liberty, law and capacity for 
self government. It is impossible to look 
upon such people as foraigners, though 
one is obliged to speak of their country as 
a foreign power. Of &11 oivilixed nations 
we alone can understand the United 
States, and sho alone can understand us 
In respect of the difficulties Inseparable 
from the system of party government,

between us would be hold to be most do 
plorablo by tho vast majority of all think- 
ing men on both sides of the Atlantic. 1 
foar that, speaking of circumstances bo- 
longing to the history of electioneering, 
may havo an irritating offeot upon public 
opinion in America; but bothatus it may, 
it is certain that any longer delay in 
filling up Lord Sackville's jdace is liable 
to bo misunderstood by tho American 
people. I hold it to be our first duty to 
avoid tho possibility of anything that may 
lead to a want (jf sincere friendship be- 
tween the mother country and tho colonies, 
and after tlial I considor it our second duty 
to avoid any such po!;sil)ility between tho 
United States and ourselves. Before long 
another minister will bo accredited to tho 
court of St. James. All who know Mr. 
Phel[is pemonally, and all who rooogniae 
thu dignity and courtesy with which ho 
has discharged his duties, will anticipate 
it with regret. If wo hesitate and delay 
to accredit a minister at Washington, tho 
Cnited States may retaliate by delaying 
to accredit a minister to us.
